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Showdown 
On Hughes' 
Vegas Empire 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U P I)- The scramble that de­ 
veloped when Howard Hughes left on vacation for 
the Bahamas and fired the chief of his $300 million 
Nevada empire headed for a showdown today. 
A court hearing was scheduled to render a legal 
decision on a temporary restraining order barring a 
takeover of the Nevada holdings by Hughes’ corpo­ 
rate leaders. It was to be followed by a joint meet­ 
ing of both sides in the dispute in a session me­ 
diated by the governor. 
A Hughes spokesman said these 
two 
devel­ 
opments, “ should end the whole thing by nightfall.” 
At stake was control of the lucrative chain of ho­ 
tels and casinos in the gambling capital which made 
the millionaire recluse 
the 
state’s 
single lar­ 
gest employer. 
When Hughes ordered the firing of his top Nevada 
aide from his remote hideaway in the Bahamas a 
power struggle developed between the gambling 
operators and Hughes’ corporate executives. 
Gov. Paul Laxalt, his interest spurred by the dis­ 
unity that threatened the tax-yielding riches to his 
state, stepped in. 
Laxalt said he entered the strange case to deter­ 
mine if there would be any effect upon continued 
operations of the hotels and casinos. 
• Laxalt said he talked with the mysterious billio­ 
naire Monday and that Hughes told him he was on a 
pleasure and business trip “ in good condition.” 
He 
told the governor he approved of the change in lead­ 
ership of his Nevada operations. 
The governor said he took over the role as con­ 
ciliator in an attempt to bring the two feuding fac­ 
tions together. 


Deputy and His 
Slayer Killed in 
Shooting Affair 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A man pulled a gun from 
his belt today after two sheriff’s deputies halted his 
car, killing one of them, wounding the other and 
dying himself in the shooting; officials said. 
Sheriff’s spokesmen said Deputy Louis Wallace, 
28, died at a hospital after being wounded in the 
stomach in the shooting in the Los Angeles suburb 
of Compton. 
The dead man was not identified, but the spokes­ 
man said he was believed to have been sought on 
six warrants—two of them for felonies. A search 
revealed the man possessed some heroin and other 
drugs, spokesmen said. 
Deputy Allen Campbell, 28, was in good condition 
at a hospital with leg and hand wounds. 
The spokesman said the two deputies halted the 
car because they thought it was stolen. The man got 
out of his car, leaned against the patrol car to be 
searched, but then turned around and fired, the 
spokesman said. 
He said even though Campbell was wounded, he 
tackled the man, but the man was able to free a 
hand and shot Wallace. Wallace then shot the man, 
the spokesman said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Army joined the Navy today in 
allowing beer in barracks as a 
part of a program to help end 
the draft by making the serv­ 
ices more attractive. 
G e n . 
William 
C. 
West­ 
moreland, Army chief of staff, 
issued instructions that beer of 
3.2 per cent alcoholic content 
may be 
served 
routinely 
in 
mess halls in non-combat areas, 
and that beer vending machines 
may be installed in barracks. 
The Navy last month ruled 
beer permissible in shore instal­ 
lations, 
although 
not 
aboard 
ships. The Air Force has taken 
no such action as yet. 
“I want to impress on non­ 
commissioned officers their key 
role in making a modem volun­ 
teer Army a success,” West­ 
moreland said in his instruc­ 
tions. 
“Many of our Army regula­ 
tions need 
revision 
... 
Com­ 
manders 
at 
all 
levels 
must 
charge their non-commissioned 
officers to stay ahead of opinion 
in the country and society.” 
Westmoreland 
also 
ordered 
these steps: 
—Elimination of reveille for­ 
mations, except for ceremonial, 
training or “other special occa­ 
sions.” He said, “when held, 
they should be musters of all 
officers and enlisted men from 
the commander on down.” 


—Liberalization of past po­ 
licies to eliminate sign-in and 
sign-out requirements, stop bed 
check practices except for indi­ 
viduals undergoing punishment, 
and eliminate restrictions on 
the distance a soldier with a 
pass may travel. 


—General 
improvement 
in 
communications 
between 
sol­ 
diers and commanders, includ­ 
ing steps to assure that a sol­ 
dier gets at least an interim 
response within 24 hours to any 
question he submits. 


Westmoreland said that after 
his present instructions regard­ 
ing beer have been put into ef­ 
fect, “ I will watch your recom­ 
mendations on permanent po­ 
licies 
regarding 
alcoholic 
beverages.” The order was sent 
to all commands. 
“ I am directing the Army 
staff to review unnecessarilyn- 
restrictive 
or 
unnecessary 
Army 
regulations, 
and 
to 
simplify the language and con­ 
tent of existing regulations,” 
Westmoreland said. 
“Actions must be taken to im­ 
prove the soldier’s initial im­ 
pression of the Army. I wish to 
place far greater emphasis on

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
—The 
Captain of a U.S. Coast Guard 
cutter wept after being ordered 
to return a Lithuanian defector 
to Soviet custody Nov. 23, but 
afterward tried to hush up the 
incident, a man aboard the cut­ 
ter testified today. 
Robert M. Brieze, a Latvian 
refugee who is president of the 
New Bedford Seafood Produ­ 
cers Association, told a House 
foreign 
affairs 
subcommittee 
that Capt. Ralph W. Eustis told 
him he had no choice but to re­ 
turn the defector, Simas Ku- 
dirka. 
“At this time Capt. 
Eustis 
was crying,’’ Bne/e said. “ He 
said that the orders had come 
from the Boston office (of the 


Coast Guard).” 
Later, as the cutter was re­ 
turning to New Bedford, Mass., 
after fishing talks with Soviet 
officials at sea, Eustis asked 
the five civilians aboard “ to 
keep the matter quiet,’’ Brieze 
said. 
He said U.S. sailors who help­ 
ed return Kudirka to the Soviet 
ship 
from which he 
defected 
told him Kudirka “was either 
unconscious or dead” when ta­ 
ken 
back aboard the Russian 
ship, 
and had 
been 
kicked 
repeatedly in a U.S. launch tak­ 
ing him there. 
Previously he said he heard 
Kudirka screaming for help and 
then 
saw him with his face 
bleeding and shirt torn off after

T raf- 
fic was backed from Etiwanda 
to the Cajon Pass. 
“ If you project this to a nor­ 
mal rainfall, you can imagine 
the disaster involved.

Pettis said the federal gov­ 
ernment 
h a s special 
obliga­ 
tion in the county since it con­ 
trols nearly all the watershed 
burned in the San Gabriel and 
San Bernardino Mountains. 
“ I have a feeling that Uncle 
Sam owes protection to those 
people 
who 
are 
downstream 
from those federal lands.” 


Soviet seamen hunted him down 
on the U.S. cutter and beat 
him.

pended Eustis and two other of­ 
ficers involved in the incident 
pending an investigation due to 
be completed this week. 
Brieze, who said he fled his 
country in 1944 after the Rus­ 
sians occupied it, said he tried 
twice to get Eustis to contac t 
the State* Department before re­ 
turning Kudirka to the Soviets, 
but 
Eustis 
did 
not 
respond. 
However, he said Eustis did try 
to contact the Soviet Embassy 
in Washington at the request of 
Soviet officers 
and 
“ I 
think 
they got through.” 
“This is about as sickening a 
story as I’ve ever heard,” sub­ 
committee c hairman Wayne L. 
Hays, D-Ohio, told Brieze. “The 
man 
responsible 
for ordering 
the 
return 
of 
this 
defector 
should 
be 
court martialed, 
dismissed from the service and 
preferably sent to Siberia.’’ 
Earlier, 
an 
official 
report 
showed that the Coast Guard 
admiral 
who 
ordered 
the 
Lithuanian handed back to the 
Soviets did so in part because 
he did not want to jeopardize 
the fishing talks. 


Fog Closes 
LA . Airport 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Los

Airport 
was closed for five hours this 
morning 
as 
heavy 
fog 
hung 
over most of the Los Angeles 
Basin. 
During the shutdown, aircraft 
bound for Los Angeles Inter­ 
national* were routed to other 
Southern California fie’ds. Traf­ 
fic on many freeways was also 
slowed by thp fog and many 
motorists used their headlights. 


House Praises 
Raid of Prison 
WASHINGTON (UPI) 
- T h e 
House, on a 347 to 15 vote, has 
passed a resolution praising the 
courage of the men who con­ 
ducted the unsuccessful raid on 
a prisoner of war camp near 
Hanoi. It said the raid “ lifted 
the hopes and spirits of our 
brave 
men 
imprisoned 
and 
fighting” in Vietnam. 


Consumer Bill 
Dies in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ad­ 
ministration forces in Congress 
have killed another major con­ 
sumer bill, tossing it onto a 
scrap heap that contains most 
of what President Nixon prop­ 
osed in a highly touted message 
a year ago. 
Latest victim: the consumer 
class-action bill. 
One of the farthest reaching 
pieces of consumer legislation 
ever to come before Congress, 
it would have broadened powers 
of the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion and permitted defrauded 
consumers to band together to 
sue for damages. 
S e n a t e Republicans twice 
blocked 
consideration 
of 
the 
measure in recent weeks, insist­ 
ing they needed “adequate no­ 
tice” to prepare amendments. 
Although Democrats a week 
ago vowed to force a show­ 
down, both sides now condede 
there is no hope for passage in 
the dwindling and crowded days 
of the 91st Congress. 
S e n a t e Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania de­ 
nied to a newsman the GOP 
bloc: intentionally killed the bill 
with delaying tactics. 


But 
Scott 
conceded 
“ some 
Republicans feel s t r o n g l y ” 
about the measure. He said it 
had "a good deal of blackmail 
potential” against businessmen. 
Sen. Norris Cotton of New 
Hampshire, ranking Republican 
on the sponsoring Commerce 
Committe, said President Nix­ 
on preferred no bill at all to 
the one reported to the Senate. 
Backers of the measure said 
it would have made legal re­ 
dress a reality for millions of 
people now too poor to bring 
damage suits. 
But 
opponents 
argued 
the 
measure would have turned the 
federal judiciary into a system 
of small-claims courts, enriched 
private law firms and resulted 
in 
harassment 
of 
legitimate 
businessmen. 
The class-action bill was the 
second major consumer prop­ 
osal 
killed 
in 
the 
past 
two 
weeks at least in part by Re­ 
publican design or apathy, even 
t h o u g h 
both 
were 
lisfpd 
prominently by 
Nixon 
in 
his 
“ buyer’s hill of rights” unveiled 
Oct. 30, 1969.

Nationwide 
Walkout 
Scheduled 


WASHINGTON

— 
A 
union leader said flatly today a 
national 
railway 
strike 
will 
start at 12:01 a.m., Thursday. 
The statement came from C. 
L. 
Dennis, 
president 
of 
the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
in a d d r e s s i n g 150 repre­ 
sentatives of four unions 
as 
they prepared to go to Capitol 
Hill to persuade Congress not to 
accept President Nixon’s pro­ 
posal to postpone a strike for 45 
more days. 
Dennis’ union is the largest of 
the four AFL-CIO unions repre­ 
senting about 500,000 workers in 
the wage dispute. 
Dennis and other speakers at 
the rally said a strike morato­ 
rium would only encourage the 
railroads to stall in negotiations 
until the unions are crippled 
and forced to meet manage­ 
ment’s terms. 
Earlier, Dennis said the walk­ 
out will be called even if Con­ 
gress grants Nixons request for 
the 45-day delay. 
In asserting his union “must 
strike,” Dennis said the Rail­ 
way Clerks, with a membership 
of about 200,000, is ready to risk 
jail 
terms, 
fines 
and 
public 
pressure to win its demands. 


Dennis spoke after a late night 
bargaining session failed to pro­ 
duce an agreement or a volun­ 
tary postponement. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield 
of 
Montana 
sug­ 
gested, meantime, that Nixon 
summon negotiators in the dis­ 
pute, put them in a room, and 
“ lock the door and throw the 
key away.” 
He told newsmen that was the 
way President Lyndon B. John­ 
son acted in a similar situation. 
At the same time, Senate Re­ 
publican Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania said Republicans 
had prepared legislation to halt 
the threatened 
strike 
for 45 
days as requested by Nixon. 
But Mansfield said he could 
see no point in such legislation 
unless Nixon was prepared to 
take action now. 
Chairman 
Ralph 
W. 
Yar­ 
borough. D-Tex., of the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Com­ 
mittee, was said by an aide to 
be disturbed by the idea of Con­ 
gress acting before all other at­ 
tempts at settlement were ex­ 
hausted.

Police said the kidnap plot 
evolved 
when two men, 
one 
armed with a sawed-off shot­ 


gun. went to the home of Lee’* 
father, William Spath. 48, in 
Granada Hills Sunday night. 
They 
demanded 
the 
elder 
Spath give them the key to the 
night deposit box of the branch 
of the bank of America he m a­ 
nages in Glendale When Spath 
explained he did not have the 
key and could not obtain one at 
night, the men took an undeter­ 
mined amount of money from 
the home and forced his son to 
accompany them in the youth’s 
car. 
Police said Spath was con­ 
tacted by telephone the next 
morning and told to take the 
money by bus to Las Vegas, 
Nev. Spath left the money in a 
locker at the depot and 
re­ 
turned home by plane. 


Several hours later, one of 
the men went 
to the 
Spath 
home in the son’s car and de­ 
manded the locker key, which 
Spath handed over. 
For the next two hours, more 
than a dozen unmarked police 
vehicles and i helicopter were 
employed to follow the suspect. 


When he met with the other 
suspect, officers saw Lee Spath 
in the back xeat of the second 
suspect’s vehicle and moved in. 
No shots were fired. 


Meanwhile, FBI agents and 
I as Vegas police had staked 
out the locker and recovered 
the money after the arests. A 
1 os Angeles police spokesman 
said no other arrests were an­ 
ticipated.

Bargainers 
Recommend 
Ford Pact 


DETROIT (AP) - Bargain­ 
ers for the United Auto Work­ 
ers have recommended to the 
union’s Ford Council a tentative 
contract agreement with the 
Ford Motor Co. 
The 200-member council was 
called to a session today to de­ 
cide whether the pact should be 
submitted to the No. 2 automa­ 
ker’s 166,000 UAW members for 
a ratification vote. 
The agreement was reached 
Monday afternoon following a 
28-hour bargaining session. 
The council was expected to 
endorse the proposed contract, 
which then must be approved 
by majorities of skilled and un­ 
skilled workers voting separate­ 
ly in 99 Ford-UAW bargaining 
units. 
Details 
of 
the 
agreement 
w e r e withheld pending the 
council meeting but it was un­ 
derstood that it followed closely 
the pact reached last month by 
the UAW and General Motors 
Corp. after a 67-day strike. 
The new GM contract imme­ 
diately raised average hourly 
wages from $4.02 to $4.53 and 
by its third year is expected to 
raise wages to over $5. 
The GM pact also provides 
for unlimited cost-of-living wage 
increases, retirement after 30 
years 
service 
with 
a 
$500 
monthly pension at age 58 and 
other improved benefits. 
A major issue stalling Ford 
negotiations in their later hours 
sources said, was the retroac­ 
tivity of wage increases. 
The old contract expired Sept. 
14. It was reported that Ford 
had agreed to make 26 cents of 
the average first-year wage in­ 
crease under the new one ret­ 
roactive to Sept. 15 and the oth­ 
er 25 cents retroactive to Nov. 
1. 
The total retroactive pay un­ 
der the 26-25 cent split would 
average $174.80 per worker and 
it was reported this money 
would be made available before 
Christmas. 
If the Ford settlement closely 
followed the GM agreement, it 
w o u l d 
cost 
the 
company 
roughly $1 billion over three 
years. GM officials estimated 
the cost of their settlement, co­ 
ve r i n g 394,000 employes—or 
more than twice as many as 
Ford's—at $2.4 billion. 
The President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers has called 
the GM settlement inflationary. 
When asked Monday if the Ford 
settlement 
was 
inflationary, 
Malcolm 
Denise, 
Ford 
vie 
p r e s i d e n t , said: “ Well, we 
thought that part of the pattern 
had been established some time 
ago.” 


Louise Thoresen 
To Administer 
Mate’s Estate 


FRESNO, Calif. (AP)-Louise 
Thoresen, acquitted Nov. 20 on 
charges of murdering her gun- 
collecting husband, William E. 
Thoresen III, has been named 
administrator of his estate. 
Superior Court Judge Donald 
R. Franson named the 34-year- 
old window Monday to succeed 
public administrator John Cart­ 
wright. Mrs. Thoresen was not 
in court but was represented by 
her attorney, Kenneth DeVaney. 
Thoresen left an estate esti­ 
mated at between $200,000 and 
$400,000 depending upon whe­ 
ther Mrs. Thoresen can recover 
•ome 77 tons of guns and am­ 
munition seized from Bay Area 
w a r e h o u s e s and from the 
T h o r e s e n homes in San 
Francisco and Fresno. 
The public administrator was 
authorized to surrender several 
insurance policies held on the 
life of Thoresen’s father, a Chi­ 
cago steel magnate. Cash value 
of the policies reportedly is 
$46,000. 
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Brazil Police, Troops Hunt Diplomat 
Releasing of Prisoners 
Said Aim of Kidnapers 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 
As 20,000 troops and 
police 
searched today for the kidnaped 
Swiss ambassador to Brazil, an 
unconfirmed report circulated 
that his captors were demand­ 
ing the release of 68 to 70 poli­ 
tical prisoners. 
The report came from 
a 
source who said the demand 
was made in one of two docu­ 
ments purporting to come from 
the kidnapers. The documents 
were in the hands of the police, 
and they refused to make pub­ 
lic what they said. 
Ambassador Giovanni Enrico 
Bucher, 57, whose wealthy fam­ 
ily owns a chain of resorts in 
Switzerland 
and 
Italy, 
was 
seized Monday in the Rio su­ 
burb of Laranjeiras. His police 
b o d y g u a r d was shot three 
times; one bullet hit his spine 
and paralyzed his arms and 


legs. 
A terrorist group called the 
National 
Liberation 
Alliance 
c l a i m e d 
responsibility 
in 
pamphlets scattered about the 
scene. This is the document re­ 
portedly containing the ransom 
Monday night a woman tele­ 
phoned the city editor of the 
newspaper Ultima Hora, saying 
a letter from the kidnapers had 
been deposited in a downtown 
bar. When reporters arrived, 
police—called by the bar owner 
—had confiscated that paper, 
too. Some sources described the 
document as a manifesto. 
Police sources said the ter­ 
rorists vowed in the pamphlets 
not to harm Bucher if the gov­ 
ernment meets their demand. 
The notes also reportedly said 
kidnapings will continue as long 
as political prisoners are tor­ 
tured in jail. 


Buch is Brazil’s fourth vic­ 
tim of political kidnaping and 
the 15th in the Western Hemis­ 
phere since September 1969. 
Three have been killed when 
the governments of Guatemala, 
Uruguay and Canada refused to 
release prisoners, but Brazil’s 
military regime 
has 
let 60 
prisoners go to gain the release 
of the three diplomats previous­ 
ly kidnaped here. 
The Swiss ambassador had 
received threatening letters and 
anonymous telephone calls for 
some time, said Marie Maillet, 
h is s i s t e r who lives 
in 
Luxembourg. 
Mrs. Maillet said she thought 
her brother was picked because 
he had been in Rio for five 
years and “ perhaps also be­ 
cause the opposition in Brazil 
often criticizes the wealthy for 
using Swiss banks as a secret 


haven for fortunes 
acquired 
sometimes irregularly.” 
Throughout Rio de Janeiro, 
buses and private vehicles were 
stopped and those inside forced 
to identify themselves. Police

Farmer Ends 
’Unhappy' 
Federal Role 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
James Farmer is returning to 
his old role as a civil rights ac­ 
tivist after what he says were 
generally unhappy 20 months 
inside the federal bureaucracy. 
I must confess that I chafed 
in the ponderous bureaucracy 
and long — especially now—for 
my old role as advocate, critic, 
activist,” said the 50-year-old 
former head of the Congress of 
Racial Equality in announcing 
his resignation Monday as an 
assistant secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
Farmer, one of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s top black officials 
and probably its best known, 
said the crucial factor in his re­ 
signation 
was 
not 
his 
dis­ 
agreement with the President’s 
racial policies. 
“ I haven’t been satisfied with 
the civil rights policies of any 
administration,” he said at a 
news conference. “ I have had 
differences with this 
admin­ 
istration as with other admin­ 
istrations.” 
Farmer declined to disclose 
these disagreements until he 
leaves the government in two 
weeks to lecture, write his auto- 
b i o g r a p h y , and organize a 
“ think tank” to inject the ideas 
of minority groups into govern­ 
ment. 
His goal, he said, is to ad­ 
dress the racial and economic 
divisions of the nation. 
"I am convinced that this 
road, within government, is not 
the one through which I perso­ 
nally, can be most effective 
serving my people and my na­ 
tion,” Farmer said. 


His long-rumored departure 
was disclosed officially at the 
White House after a cordial ex­ 
change of letters and a meeting 
with the President. Farmer is 
leaving “ on a very, very good 
basis,” a White House spokes­ 
man said. 


The one-time leader of sit-ins 
and freedom rides in the South 
dealt at HEW with manage­ 
ment problems and children’s 
programs, not civil rights en­ 
forcement.

Anti-American 
Rioting Rages 
In S. Viet City 


QUI NHON, Vietnam (AP) — Anti-American riot­ 
ing raged Monday and today in this central coastal 
city following the fatal shooting of a Vietnamese 
high school student by an American soldier. 
A 24-hour curfew was ordered but demonstrations, 
window-smashing and the burning of U. S. miliary 
vehicles continued. Some American troops have 
been injured by flying rocks, informants said. 
Qui Nhon was placed off limits to all Americans. 
Informed U.S. sources said the demonstrators, es­ 
timated at between 2,500 and 4,000 today, were de­ 
manding that the American soldier who killed the 
youth be turned over to South Vietnamese author­ 
ities for immediate trial. 
The soldier was not identified. He was in custody, 
and military officials were investigating the shoot­ 
ing. 
“ We’re not about to turn him over” to the South 
Vietnamese, said one U.S. official. The United 
States has no status of forces agreement with the 
Vietnamese giving them jurisdiction over American 
military personnel under some circumstances as it 
has with South Korea, for example. 
Informed sources said the student was killed Mon­ 
day afternoon when a group of Vietnamese youths 
climbed aboard an American Army truck carrying 
boxes of C-rations and tried to steal some of them. 
One of the two soldiers riding in the truck fired a 
shot in warning, the sources said. The shot killed a 
high school student standing nearby who was not 
involved in the looting attempt. 
American officers met with the province chief and 
leaders of at least three student groups. The Ameri­ 
cans assured them that the family of the dead youth 
would be compensated, but they made no promises 
concerning the soldier who shot him. 
No charges have been filed against the soldier, 
sources said. 
Several thousand Americans are stationed in and 
around Qui Nhon, which is 275 miles northeast of 
Saigon. There are no American combat units in the 
immediate vicinity.

2 Guerrilla

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Americal division suffered more 
than a score of casualties in 
two guerrilla attacks south of 
Da Nang, military spokesmen 
reported today. 
The U.S. Command said two 
infantrymen from the division’s 
11th Brigade were killed and 22

Field reports said some Ameri­ 
cans were killed and wounded, 
but the U.S. Command at times 
prohibits disclosure of specific 
casualties in such shelling at­ 
tacks. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported 40 enemy killed in 
three fights in the Mekong Del­ 
ta, including 12 in the con­ 
tinuing sweep into the U Minh 
forest.

Justice Douglas 
Drops 3 Cases 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jus- 
t i c e W i l l i a m O. Douglas 
dropped out of three more Su­ 
preme Court cases Monday, a 
step he has taken frequently 
since becoming the target of an 
impeachment effort by some 
House members. 
In each instance Douglas and 
his office gave no reason and 
declined to discuss his self-ex­ 
clusion with a newsman. 
Douglas has ruled himself out 
of

with obscenity, but none of the 
three cases Monday dealt in 
that area. 
In one case the court is con­ 
sidering libel suits brought by 
private individuals against the 
press. Douglas did not indicate 
in advance he was dropping out 
and he simply stayed away 
Monday. 
The second case involved a 
dispute o v e r a proposed high­ 
way through a park in Mem­ 
phis, Tenn. Douglas sat through 
the arguments Monday, but at 
the end of the day when a new 
round of arguments was an­ 
nounced for Jan. 11, the court 
said Douglas would not partici­ 
pate. 
The third instance of Douglas 


excluding himself surfaced as 
the court announced it would 
not reconsider a Massachusetts 
ban on the commercial showing 
of “ Titicut Follies,” a docu­ 
mentary film made in a state 
mental hospital. The state had 
banned the film because it alle­ 
gedly invaded the privacy of 
patients.

Cuban Premier Fidel Castro’s 
current power-saving campaign. 
The lights go off in cities and 
towns all over Cuba for up to 
two hours every night as a 
form of enforced power saving. 
“We 
cannot 
keep 
building 
more and more thermo-electric 
plants without taking into ac­ 
count the need to save elec­ 
tricity,” Castro told the Cuban 
people Sept. 28 in a speech 
broadcast by Radio Havana and 
monitored in Miami. 
“Unfortunately, many people 
think 
that 
electricity 
and 
sunshine are more or less the 
same 
thing,” 
Castro 
said 
sarcastically. 
“A nation of squanderers will 
never get ahead,” he added. 
The squandrrers —those who 
thought electricity was as read­ 
ily available as the tropical 
sunshine — have gotten their 
comeuppance. 
Havana Radio broadcasts not 
beamed abroad carry daily bul­ 
letins announcing the times for 
blackouts, staggered for various 
areas of the island during the 
hours of peak electrical use. A 
t y p i c a l blackout, known in 
S p a n i s h as an “ Apagon,” 
plunges an entire neighborhood 
or town into darkness from 7:30 
to 9:30 p.m. 
The problem, as Castro out­ 
lined it, is similar to that af­ 
fecting other countries. He cited 


figures showing that production 
of electrical power in Cuba is 
now more than double the fig­ 
ure for 1958 —the year before 
Castro came to power. 
However, consumption is also 
double the former amount, Cas­ 
tro said, and overloading of pow­ 
er plants had already led to 
frequent unplanned blackouts. 
Sources in Miami say mainte­ 
nance problems and lack of 
spare parts at power plants for­ 
merly run by American firms 
have added to the troubles. 
The Cuban premier singled 
out use of electricity in the

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EDITORIALS 
The Hurdles In 
Punishing Crime 


A psychologist suggests that we might revive the 
custom of putting a criminal in stocks or dunking 
him, or forcing him to make a public apology or 
wear (a “scarlet letter” on his forehead as methods 
of preventing future crime. 
“Some of these treatments are in many respects 
more humane than prison, and they might be more 
effective,” says Dr. Barry F. Singer of California 
State College, writing in the California Law Review. 
It is unlikely that we will ever see a return of the 
stocks or dunking stool, even if they did not violate 
the “cruel and unusual punishments” prohibition in 
the Bill of Rights. Neither public humiliation nor 
public execution have historically had much effect 
on the crime rate. 
But as Singer further says, whatever the punish­ 
ment, it should be fast and certain, for otherwise its 
effectiveness is largely lost. 
He notes that experiments with animals have 
shown that the effectiveness of punishment drops 
sharply within seconds after the act to be penalized. 
The same principle seems to apply to humans. 
When society fails to stop crime, says Singer, it 
tends to increase prison sentences. But the more sev­ 
ere the sentence, the longer it is usually delayed in 
court and the less likely it is to be imposed at all. 
A fast, short sentence is better than a delayed 
long one, he reasons. Moreover, by cutting prison 
terms, the money saved could be used to hire more 
judges, thus speeding court action. 
This might work with misdemeanors and minor 
felonies. The theory loses its appeal, however, when 
we consider serious crimes. A fast, short sentence for 
a murderer would hardly seem a deterrent to other 
potential murderers. 
And how fast can you be and still be certain? It is 
still better than 10 guilty men go free than that one 
innocent man be hastily and unjustly punished. 
Yet “the law’s delay” has reached scandalous 
proportions in this country. The time lapse between 
indictment, trial, sentencing, and final appeals can 
amount to several years. 
As one example, the five persons accused of kill­ 
ing United Mine Workers official Joseph Yablonski 
and his wife and daughter on December 31, 1969, 
are still fighting extradition to Pennsylvanial Ap­ 
peals and motions, motions on appeals and appeals 
on motions continue to string out this legal process. 
Similarly, Charles Watson, one of the figures in 
the Sharon Tate murder case, fought extradition for 
so long tnat the trial of the Manson “family” began 
without him. If and when Watson goes to trial, all 
the costs of the first trial in court time and tax­ 
payers’ expense will be duplicated. 
Not only our pretrial processes but our courtroom 
procedures themselves seem designed not so much 
to determine guilt or innocence as to forestall as 
long as possible any kind of determination at all. 
The longest murder trial in British history lasted 
' less than two months. In this country, we are lucky 
if a jury is selected in that time. 
At the other extreme, of course, those without the 
money to hire smart lawyers often find that the law 
can act with dizzying speed. 
Singer is both wrong and right. No punishments 
we can think of, new or old, will have much effect 
on the crime rate. 
But surely some of the excessive, clogging delays 
that have brought our legal system into disrepute 
can be eliminated — delays that cannot be blamed 
on heavy case loads alone, though that is certainly 
a factor, nor on legal machinery that is antiquated, 
though in many respects it is, but that are caused 
by failure to ojierate that machinery at its full effi­ 
ciency and for its intended purpose — to punish the 
guilty and the protect the innocent. 
For both the illness and the cure, responsibility 
rests primarily on those in charge of our legal sys­ 
tem — judges and lawyers, and most of all on the 
judges. 


Unseemly Scene 


Seems that up in those marble halls in Washing­ 
ton when they didn’t have much to do somebody’s 
brother-in-law was flipping through a book of quota­ 
tions when he found something that said justice 
must not only be done but must be seen to be done. 
So they hired a bunch of experts to determine how 
they could make it seem to be done, and the advice 
that followed was to form a special law agency 
which the government would pay to sue the govern­ 
ment every time the government did anything. 
So they hired some lawyers to do this, and the 
lawyers hired some more lawyers, and pretty soon 
justice seemed to be done all over the place. That is 
until some of the people’s elected representatives 
said this was all nonsense and put a stop to it. And 
over at the Office of Economic Opportunity, which 
is where the lawyers were who were being fired, 
everyone made noises that sounded like “Oh! Ee! 
Oh!” 
At which time the lawyers who had been hired by 
the lawyers said putting a stop to it was unjust. But 
it seems that justice was done.

Puzzled By

The nearly 300,000 
American troops in Europe 25 
years after the end of the w ar 
are to be kept here for at 
least another year. But Euro­ 
peans are asking whether this 
is merely holding a fort that 
has little meaning for the fu­ 
ture. 
Bridging the Gap 
When President Nixon on 
his first 
European 
tour in 
February, 
196.9, 
called 
on 
President Charles de Gaulle 
the 
discussion 
centered 
on 
F rance’s opening to the E ast 
and the importance of devel­ 
oping relations with the Com­ 
munist bloc. De Gaulle, as his 
close associates recall it to­ 
day, was impressed by Nix­ 
on’s 
understanding 
of 
the 
need to try to bridge the 
great divide. It was, after all, 
scarcely a month since in his 
inaugural address the Presi­ 
dent had pronounced the end 
of the era of confrontation 
and the beginning of the era 
of negotiation. 
As 
he 
had 
been 
on a 
p r e v i o u s Nixon visit, De 
G a u l l e was impressed by 
what he felt was Nixon’s un­ 
derstanding of the stage at 
which the world had come 
since the height of the cold 
war. 
But does the Persident, the 
American visitor is 
asked, 
hold these sam e views on ne- 
g o t i a t i o n as against con­ 
frontation? The doubt is over 
the chill wind out of Washing­ 
ton that seems intended to 
slow the pace of the opening 
to the East.

Letting a Recession 
Work Itself Out 


JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Government Plane Used To Fly 
Senators to D.C. for SST Vote 


T h e 
11-vote 
m argin 
by 
which the supersonic trans­ 
port plane was shot down by 
the Senate the other day was 
all the more rem arkable be­ 
cause SST backers pulled out 
all stops to ram the project 
through. 
For example, when it ap­ 
peared 
that 
Senators 
John 
McClelland, D-Ark., and Hen­ 
ry 
Bellmon, 
D-Okla., 
both 
supporters 
of 
the 
project, 
could not get back from their 
home states in time for the 
crucial vote, the Departm ent 
of Transportation decided to 
rush them back at the tax­ 
payers’ expense. 
DOT’S Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration cooked up a spe­ 
cial “ training mission” whe­ 
rein a government plane was 
dispatched to ferry the two 
Senators back to Washington. 
Their 
votes 
were 
offset, 
however, by two young Demo­ 
crats 
who 
showed 
special 
courage in opposing the SST, 
a project sponsored by two of 
the Senate’s most influentail 
Democrats, 
Warren 
Magnu- 
son and Henry Jackson of 
Washington. 
Shortly 
before 
the 
vote, 
Magnuson 
led 
Sen. 
Joseph 
Tydings into a Senate cloak­ 
room and reminded the lame- 
duck 
Marylander 
that 
he 
(Magnuson) had helped keep 
open an important Maryland 
military installation when it 
appeared doomed last year. 
Furtherm ore, the SST would 
have meant a $16. million 
subcontract for a Fairchild 
Hiller plant in Maryland and 
t h e 
company’s 
executives 
were pressing for Tydings’ 
support. 
Even as Tydings took his 
seat on the floor, his staff 
was uncertain how he would 
vote. But he had said earlier 
he didn’t believe in the pro­ 
ject and he voted against it. 
Sen. 
Alan 
Cranston, 
the 
freshman 
California 
Demo­ 
crat, was feeling the heat 
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from several California aero­ 
space companies which could 
have gotten lucrative subcon­ 
tracts under the project. 


Also, the powerful machin­ 
ists Union, which has sup­ 
ported him politically, 
was 
urging Cranston to support 
the SST. Cranston, however, 
thought other aircraft pro­ 
jects as STOL (short-take-off- 
and-landing aircraft) 
should 
have priority over the SST, so 
he voted 
against it. 
“The 
toughest vote I’ve had since 
I’ve been in the Senate,” he 
told this column. 
Footnote: 
A DOT spokes­ 
m an insisted that the “ train­ 
ing mission” was not con­ 
trived to get McClellan and 
Bellmon back to Washington. 
The spokesman said the two 
Senators had asked for a ride 
and since the pilot was in 
their area he was told to pick 
them up. 
Friends of Banks Busy 


Behind the closed doors of a 
House-Senate conference deep 
in the recesses of the Capitol, 
three Senators are making a 
last-ditch effort to cripple the 
bank holding company bill. 
They are Republicans John 
Tower, the dapper, dimunitive 
Texan, 
Wallace 
Bennett of 
U t a h , 
the 
bankers’ 
best 
friend, and Democrat John 
Sparkman of Alabama, the 
aging, affable Senate Banking 
Chairman. 
Their 
mission 
Is 
simple. 
Last year, Wright Patm an, 
the old Texas populist who 
heads 
the 
House 
Banking 
C o m m i t t e e , 
engineered 
through the House a tough 
bill cracking down on com­ 
panies which own banks. 
The purpose of the Patm an 
bill was to keep banks from 
becoming economic tools of 
the big companies which own 
them. It would prevent, for 
example, an insurance com­ 
pany which owns a bank from 
forcing the bank’s loan custo­ 


m ers to buy all its insurance 
from the parent company. 
The bill also sharply cur^ 
tailed 
banks’ 
sideline busi­ 
nesses 
such 
as 
insurance 
sales, 
travel 
agencies 
and 
data processing. 
The Senate version of the 
bill, which followed months 
later, was riddled with loo­ 
pholes. 
The 
three 
Senators 
are now facing Patm an and 
his delegation across the green 
felt cover of the conference 
table to iron out the differ­ 
ences between the bills. The 
Senators are fighting for ev­ 
ery loophole. 
In the dim corridor outside 
t h e c o n f e r e n c e room, a 
swarm 
of 
lobbyists 
waits, 
each of them representing a 
bank holding company and 
seeking an exemption from 
the bill. 
A m o n g them Is Lewis 
Odom, a lawyer representing 
the CIT Financial Co. of New 
York, which owns the gigan­ 
tic National Bank of North 
America with $1.4 billion in 
deposits. 
Odom is an old friend of 
Sparkman 
and 
the 
form er 
staff director of the Senate 
Banking 
Committee. 
When 
CIT thought its em pire en­ 
dangered by the holding com­ 
pany bill, it spurned its staff 
lawyers and ignored Washing­ 
ton’s famed lawyer-lobbyists. 
Instead, it reached down to 
Montgomery, 
Ala., 
hardly 
America’s banking center, to 
hire Odom. 
Despite such obvious tac­ 
tics, 
the 
House 
conferees 
have won most of the points 
so far. Patm an gained the up­ 
per hand at the beginning 
when he announced flatly that 
he and his four Democratic 
colleagues would prefer no 
bill to one filled with loo­ 
pholes. The ultimatum put the 
three pro-bank Senators on 
the defensive and heightened 
the tension of 
an 
already 
combative conference. 


Politically 
speaking, 
the 
Democratic leaders who urged 
President Nixon to impose a 
tem porary freeze on wages 
and prices took what seemed 
a popular step, but the pro- 
p o s a i 
called 
for 
“ volul- 
tary 
restraints 
and 
guide­ 
lines” rather than any man­ 
datory action. The chances 
are that the president has al­ 
ready decided that the system 
of “voluntary restraints and 
guidelines” which has been 
tried from tim e to tim e is not 
going to change the present 
trend toward higher and high­ 
er wages and rising prices. 
Mr. Nixon is well aw are — 
as Senator Mike Mansfield of 
M ontana, the Democratic lead­ 
er, said — that the country 
cannot afford a nationwide re­ 
cession or depression and that 
the economy cannot be al­ 
lowed to 
drift 
on 
without 
some 
m easures 
that 
will 
bring national stability. 
Power to Intervene 
The adm inistration already 
has sutficient legislative pow­ 
er to intervene 
in various 
ways in the economy to keep 
prices and wages down, but it 
has been reluctant to do so 
because of a belief that the 
rem edy might prove worse 
than the disease. It is argued 
that 
a 
disrupted 
economy 
could develop if the govern­ 
m ent 
arbitrarily 
interferes 
with industrial operations by 
fixing prices as well as wages. 
The adm inistration for the 
tim e being has been following 
a course of caution in the 
h o p e 
that 
unemployment 
would not rise too rapidly and 
that 
interest 
rates 
would 
come down and new projects 
would then be undertaken, 
thereby giving employment to 
m any who are out of work to­ 
day. 
To put it in a nutshell, the 
adm inistration’s plan 
is 
to 
wait out the fight with infla­ 
tion on the theory that 
a 
drop-off in demand for goods 
will eventually bring prices 
down. If this forces a curtail­ 
m ent of production costs, it is 
assum ed that wage rates will 
be tem porarily m aintained in 
m any Industries at existing 
levels, at least until the na­ 
tion has weathered the storm. 
Thè adm inistration 
shows 
no signs of taking precipitate 
action, and apparently is of 
the 
opinion 
that 
a 
slow 
squeeze will, in the end, keep 
prices from rising and wage 


demands from going up, too. 
The President is hopeful that 
labor and m anagem ent will 
recognize the dangers of the 
upward movement on wages 
and prices, respectively. 
The Democratic leaders are 
suggesting that 
Mr. 
Nixon 
might propose rollbacks on 
some 
of 
the 
recent 
price 
boosts and attem pt to head 
off further increases, along 
with a tem porary freeze on 
wages. Certainly the Presi­ 
dent not only can reveal the 
effects of some of the recent 
strikes but he can ask for a 
partial moratorium on certain 
agreem ents that have been 
reached. 
Senator Mansfield, inciden­ 
tally, wants the wage freeze 
to cover salary increases that 
have been planned for gov­ 
ernm ent employes, ^ho are 
slated to get a raise of about 
6 per cent in January. It is 
not likely that this will be 
adopted by Congress, as gov­ 
ernm ent workers have been 
in the main underpaid and 
the new scales are for the 
purpose of enabling them to 
catch up with the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
Matter of Money 
The whole problem ought 
never to be a m atter of polit­ 
ics but of economics. Much 
can be accomplished by ap­ 
peals to business and labor to 
exercise restraint. But if any­ 
thing m andatory is needed, 
one wonders why Congress 
has not acted during the pre­ 
sent session and passed a law 
requiring 
the 
President 
to 
deal with the inflationary re­ 
sults of the continuing spiral 
of raising wages and prices. 
The truth is Congress is will­ 
ing to let things drift through 
a recession in the hope that 
stability will gradually be re­ 
stored. 
There are m any unfavor­ 
able economic developments 
which can be restrained by 
legislation, but the political 
risks in so doing 
are nu­ 
merous. T hat’s why the ten­ 
dency is to let a recession 
work itself out over a period 
of months so that readjust­ 
m ents can come naturally. 
The Democrats, while them ­ 
selves 
disliking 
wage and 
price control, will point to the 
fact that they at least enacted 
such legislation and that it is 
t h e N i x o n adm inistration 
which has preferred to post­ 
pone action indefinitely.

Four Key States Worry Nixon 


As he looks to 1972, Presi­ 


dent Nixon has some m ajor 
political worries in the four 
big northern states — Califor­ 
nia, Illinois, Ohio and New 
Jersy — which he won in 
1968. 


He also may face a threat 
to 
his 
five-state 
southern 
base, most particularly in the 
two Carolinas, if Governor- 
elect George Wallace decides 
to make another run for it 
hut concentrate* more heavily 
on the South 


The eight 
most 
populous 
northern states tend, in presi­ 
dential tests, to vote pretty 
much in a common pattern. 
All eight went for Dwight Ei­ 
senhower twice and in 1964 
for Lyndon Johnson. Six of 
eight went for John F. Kenne­ 
dy, With the partial exception 
of Massachusetts, 
they 
fell 


within fairly or very close 
percentage range of each oth­ 
er. 
Twice, in the Nixon-Humph- 
rey race of 1968 and in Harry 
T rum an’s 
narrow 
1948 win 
over Thomas E. Dewey, the 
northern big eight split four 
and four. 
But, again, they 
were bunched. It was simply 
that they were around the 50- 
50 m ark on the percentage 
spectrum , with some falling 
one way and some the other. 
The 
pattern of consistency 
held. 
There is no comloi t for Nix­ 
on today in the small per­ 
centage m argins he gained in 
the four large states he took 
last time. 
In Ohio, the machinery of 
political command will be in 
the hands of the newly elect- 
t e d 
Democratic 
governor, 
John 
Gilligan. 
Though 
the 


GOP now has both U.S. sena­ 
tors, the party is in terrible 
disarray at the state level. 


Political strategists like to 
see other key races on the 
ballot in presidential years, to 
help maximize the turnout. 
There will be none in Ohio in 
1972. 


Nor will there be any ballot 
helpers in California, which 
Nixon capture narrowly in both 
I960 and 1968. 
It is not easy to makp a 
case that California’s falter­ 
ing economy is already hurt­ 
ing Nixon. The 1970 results 
do not prove it. But if defense 
and space spending are either 
cut more or just not enlarged 
in the time ahead, the state 
seems bound to suffer fur­ 
ther. Two years hence, the 
im pact on Nixon might be 
severe.

Water Rate Up 
In Diamond Bar 


DIAMOND BAR—Beginning Monday, residents 
face a monthly water bill 20 per cent higher than 
usual. 
The Diamond Bar Water Co. Nov. 14 received per­ 
mission from the Public Utilities Commission to 
raise the water rates. The PUC had rejected an 
appeal from the Diamond Bar Homeowners Associa­ 
tion for a rehearing. 
The rate increase will affect 3,200 domestic users, 
and will be the first for the water company since it 
was incorporated 12 years ago. 
The water company sought the rate increase to 
gain a gross annual amount of $138,400 or 35 per 
cent, based on its estimate of operations for the 
test year 1970. 
The average residential customer, using about 2,- 
000 cubic feet a month, is charged $9 at the present 
rate. 
Beginning Nov. 14, the rate for that customer was 
increased 20 per cent or to $10.80. Next year, that 
same customer will see his rate increased another 
20 per cent. The PUC authorized a two-step increase 
instead of the one-step hike requested by the Diamond 
Bar Water Co. 
The rate increase will really hit home during the 
“watering” months next summer. 
A homeowner last July told the PUC that his wa­ 
ter bill averaged $16-$17-$18 during the summer 
months.

Probably you missed it, from sleeping too late, 
you old slug-a-bed, but 225 million yeetrs ago all the 
continents of the world were squeezed* into one solid 
mass like a lot of woman drivers trying to park. 


Dr. Robert S. Dietz and John C. Holden, marine 
biologists who draw their pay che.cks from some- 
think called the U. S. Environmental. Science Services 
Administration (USSR), have trac<*d the course of 
our various continents since they left home and took 
off on what is called the “continental drift,” the 
only thing that saves Californians from being part 
Russian and New Yorkers from spleaking English. 


Dietz and Holden will tell you (¿if you can keep a 
straight face for a moment) thait the continental 
drift is caused by some red-hot: magma 60 miles 
down in the earth, welling up in rifts that spread 
the ocean floor. This in turn causes the “crustal 
plates” to slide around like crockery on a pantry 
shelf, giving us North and Sottth America, India, 
Africa, Australia and other unsavory places. (Come 
on now — you promised not to laugh!) 


The first split in the “mother of continents” took 
the northern half of the globe (North America, Eur­ 
ope and Aisa) off into what scientists now call, rath­ 
er charmingly, I think, Laurasia. This left Africa, 
South America, Australia and Antarctica, which is 
now called Gondwana, after fa Swahili tribal chief- 
tan. 
By the end of the Jurassic era, when dinosaurs 
dominated the earth and birds and (gulp) flying 
reptiles first appeared, Lauqasia and Gondwana had 
both split up and we started to have America and 
Europe and like that.

Coin Collectinçj--a Weighty 
Subject at Telephone Firm 


Coin collecting is a weighty subject 
at General Telephone Co. 
Annually the utility picks up 1,300 
tons of nickels, dimes and quarters. 
Coin telephones have been around 
80 years. The first was introduced in 
New York in 1890. Coin vending, how­ 
ever, dates back to 215 B.C. 
Types of coins used have changed 
over the years. In 1895, coin tele­ 
phones took silver dollars, half dol­ 
lar’s, quarter’s and dimes. 
, 
Gradually the need for larger coins, 
reduced. Now General Telephone is/ 
announcing it plans to introduce n 
single-slot coin instrument. By the 
end of this decade, these compact in­ 
struments will be common. 
While the coin collector’s job is to 
pick up change, with the telephone 
company, the collector had other 
duties. 
Dick Maitland, coin telephone 'su­ 
pervisor, says “our men are also 
asked to answer customer questions, 
handle any complaints and turn in 
trouble reports.” 
Ideally a coin box should be» em­ 


ptied before the receptacle Is full 
Since a full box can put tl*e telephone 
,out of service. 
To keep to this standard, a collec­ 
tor makes between 50 and 63 collec­ 
tions a day. 
Maitland says a collector may trav­ 
el between 20 and 120 miles a day. 
He carries keys to remove the cash 
receptacles from the telephones and 
no two keys are alike. 
Collected coins are stored in por­ 
table vaults in the collection vehicles. 
Collectors are cautioned never to 
leave the vehicle unlocked, 
avoid 
parking in secluded locations and im­ 
mediately report suspicious circum­ 
stances. 
The coins are taken to a collection 
center and the following day taken by 
armored car to the nearest coin­ 
counting center. 
General Telephone is platuting to 
establish one centralized coin-count­ 
ing center where the 1,300 tons of 
c oins can be counted, processed and 
deposited. Location of this center ha* 
not been announced.

Solons Deeply Divided on Issues: 
Loss of Jobs Vs. Higher Prices 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- A 
deeply divided U.S. Senate is 
about to open debate on a trade 
bill which if enacted, both sides 
agree, will have a profound im­ 
pact 
on 
American 
business, 
workers 
and 
consumers 
for 
years to come. 
They agree on little else. Ad­ 
vocates say the bill will save 
jobs. They say 381.500 jobs have 
already 
been 
“exported” 
to 
low-wage, highly productive na­ 
tions such as Japan, explaining 
in part the nation’s current eco­ 
nomic doldrums. 
Opponents 
say 
enactment 
would mean $3.7 billion worth 
of higher prices for clothes and 
shoes for American consumers. 
They 
argue 
other 
countries 
would retaliate, depriving this 
country of markets for its ex 
ports and deepening the eco­ 
nomic slump. 
A bill comparable to the one 
which goes before the Senate 
next week already has passed 
the House. Here are some ques­ 
tions anf answers about the 
Senate measure: 
Q. What would the bill do? 
A. It’s called the “Trade Ex­ 
pansion Act of 1970” b u t t h e 
name is ironic. Primarily, it is 
intended te stem the flow of 
foreign-made 
clothes, 
textiles 
and footwear into the U.S. mar­ 
ket and create machinery mak 
ing it a lot easier for other in­ 
dustries deemed “severely or 
acutely” injured by imports to 
get relief from the Tariff Com­ 
mission and the president. 
The bill also would write into 
law the present oil quota sys­ 
tem, requiring an act of Con­ 
gress for quotas to be lifted. 
President Nixon has been re­ 
sisting considerable pressure to 
substitute 
tariffs 
for the oil 
quotas. 0 
Adopt Earlier Quotas 
More 
specifically, 
the 
bill 
would perm it importation of no 
m ore shoes and textiles than 
the average amount which en­ 
tered this country between 1967 
and 1969. After 1971, imports 
could increase by 5 per cent a 
year. 
Q. Why does the bill come up 
now? 
A. There has been protection­ 
ist pressure in Congress for 
years, but a number of factors 
jelled in 1970. President Nixon, 
d u r i n g his 1968 campaign, 
promised the textile-producing 
South relief from the competi­ 
tion of Asian textiles. 
Then, 
when negotiations with Japan 
for a voluntary quota got no­ 
where, a textile quota bill was 
introduced in the House as a 
spur to the Japanese to negoti­ 
ate. 
The bill quickly took on a life 
of its own.

Q—I am considering buying Fleming Company, 
now selling at depressed prices. Could you please 
give me am information you have on this compa­ 
ny?—S.R. 


A—Fleming, a food wholesaler, also operates 27 
cash-and-carry warehouses and 36 supermarkets. A 
manufacturer of freight and refrigerator vans was 
acquired in early 1970 for 200,000 Fleming shares. 
Members of four voluntary associations of retail 
grocers account for the bulk of Fleming’s wholesale 
operations. However, the company supplies more 
than 1,000 other retailers on a contract basis. Hav­ 
ing grown at a relatively rapid pace in the early 
1960s, Fleming’s earnings reached a plateau in 1966 
with virtually no progress made since. A repeat of 
this sideways trend is likely again this year. ¿Shares 
are trading at obout llx estimated 1970 earnings of 
95 cents a share. While this multiple may ‘appear 
low, it is average for the wholesale grocery' in­ 
dustry. Several factors which contributed to 1970’s 
piolit squeeze should be brought under control or 
eliminated next year. Although a somewhat prosai* 
issue, Fleming has limited downside risk, coupled 
with better-than-average recovery potential.

weeks old. Dr. Burton L. 
White, director of Harvard’s 
Pre-School Project, after ten 
years of research with infants 
in home environments, has 
created 
and 
tested 
Play- 
tentials, the first progressive 
series of toys designed to help 
baby discover himself weeks 
earlier, and develop the habit 
of being alert, inquisitive and 
confident. 
In cooperation with Kenner, 
who pioneered baby mobiles, 
Dr. White has created two 
groups of Playtentials.

Based on intensive research 
by Dr. White, the first series 
of Playtentials are positioned 
on a Dura Stand so that they 
ere precisely in baby’s limit­ 
ed area of vision.

group, Dr. White recommends 
Bat and Feel toys and Faces 
and Forms Mobiles.

From nine to fourteen 
weeks, Animal Grabble is ad­ 
ded to the Dura-Stand. Dr. 
White finds that infants from

Baby Image Mirror, which he 
also positions on a Dura- 
Stand. 
When baby is three and 
one-half 
months 
old, 
Dr. 
White 
suggests 
introducing 
him to a second series of 
Playtentials. This includes a 
color Play Windmill which 
teaches cause-and-effect ac­ 
tion when he pulls the handle. 
There’s a Handi-Pal with six 
little hands for Baby to dis- 
c o v e r 
and 
grasp. 
Play 
Chimes give him the oppor­ 
tunity to make things happen 
by reaching and fingering: 
his efforts produce soft, pleas­ 
ing sounds. An alternate for 
positioning on the Dura-Stand 
is T r a p e z e Teether and 
Exerciser, which will help 
him strengthen his muscles 
by reaching, grasping and 
pulling.
